3. This proposal will provide a 
significantly improved education-

Albany is possibly the only

either intermediate or junior high 
schols. 

This proposal will place all 6, 
7, and 8th graders in one Albany 
school on Feeney Field instead 
of having them dispersed at three 
different schools. In addition to 
the 3-R's, programs would be off- 
ered in laboratory science, art, 
vocal busic, exploratory shop, and 
homemaking courses. This is in 
contrast to the almost absence of 
these opportunities in the past 
for this age group. 

The physical education pro- 
gram would ‘be markedly im- 
proved with a multi-purpose gym- 
nasium, shower facilities for both 
boys and girls, and adequate play 
area on Feeney Field without an 
infringement on the High School 
athletic activities. 

Provision is also made for a 
modern schoo] library. A school 
library today must not only have | 
space for books, but also for} 
films, filmstrips, records, tapes, | 
listening centers, and the related 
electronic equipment for their 
use. 

With the successful passage of 
these proposals we shall no long- 
er “short change” our eighth 
graders as the “‘lost or rejected” 
group at Albany High School and 
we shall also provide our sixth 
and seventh graders with pro- 
grams and facilities needed for 
their complete education. We| 
shall have a unified staff and ad-| 
ministration specifically trained 
and oriented for working with 
this age group. 

As our children become adults | 
they will be competing with those 
who have had the finest educa- | 
tional opportunities. Should we 
not offer our children the same | 
advantages. Measures H & I| 
will provide the high level qual- | 
ity education Albany children| 
deserve.

It was designed as a multi-pur- 
pose area for large group use. 
High School teachers have been 
able to schedule almost nothing 
in the Little Theater because it 
is needed for the younger chil- 
dren’s instrumental music pro- 
gram before their regular classes 
start. The music classes must 
give way occasionally for urgent 
High School uses like the State 
testing program. Little Theater 
rehearsal time for our dramatic 
productions will require an in-

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One of the most important 
programs of the American Le- 
gion is the CHILD WELFARE 
PROGRAM.

“Our difficulties start with two 
aspects of time. First, a shorter 
teaching day—one hour shorter, 
which will lose us the equivalent 
of seven school weeks this year. 
It is now next to impossible to 
provide those enriching experi- 
ences that often clinch the learn- 
ing of basic skills. 

“Second, our 12:30-to-5 schedule 
brings us together when energies 
begin to wane. Students who 
have romped all morning haven't 
much reserve left for learning by 
4 p.m. 

“We have neither the space nor 
the permanence (everything must 
be packed away at 5) for work 
requiring large surfaces, easy ec- 
cess to basic materials like water, 
or storage of uncompleted pro- 
jects. 

“Finally, we are deeply con- 
cerned about the supervision of 
10-to-13-year-olds at school and 
during the morning before 
school. The majority of our pu- 
Pils are adjusting well, but the 
mingling of elementary and high 
schoo] students on a small cam- 
pus has not been without inci- 
dent. A few pupils already seek 
to emulate the least desirable be 
havior of older students.”

Questions were raised last 
week concerning the use of 
Feeny Field for the new Middle 
School I fee] that there has been 
much misinformation about this 


sate, and would like to clarify the 


situation, Feeny Field is actual- 
ly inside the boundaries of the 
Albany Unified School District 
and is as much a part of the 
geographic limits of the Albany 
Schoo] District as any other Al- 
bany school. It is thus under 
the direct jurisdiction of the Al- 
bany School Board as to who at- 
tends this school, and according 
to the California Constitution, it 
cannot ever be taxed by any gov- 
ernmental jurisdiction. 

On the matter of Police juris- 
diction, Chief Ralph Jensen of the 
Albany Police Department, stated 
that for the past 23 years, the 
Albany Police have answered all 
police calls on Feeny Field. His 
department takes care of all mis- 
demeanors, and also would 
handle the preliminary investi- 
gation of any felonies. In addi- 
tion, the Albany Police Ambu- 
lance has always taken care of 


taken the patients to Albany’s 
emergency ‘hospital at Herrick. 
He has provided this police pro- 
tection through an agreement 
with the El Cerrito. Police De- 
partment and also by virtue of 
the California Penal Code which 
allows a Department jurisdiction 
for 500 yards outside its city 
limits, which thus includes all of 
Feeny Field. Chief Jensen states 
that Albany Police will continue 
to provide police protection to 
any school built on Feeny Field. 
Albany Fire Chief Gerald Browne 
also stated that the Albany Fire 
Department has answered all fire 
calls to Fenny Field and he con- 
siders Feeny Field as the re 
sponsibility of the Albany Fire 
Department under terms of a 
written mutual aid agreement 
with El Cerrito. | 

The use of Feeny Fieid for a 
Middle School was recommended 
by the Albany Citizens Advisory 
Committee. After a Public Hear- 
ing, the Albany School Board on 


July 11, 1972, took the following 
action; Member Jack Rosano 
moved, Member Bruce Arnold 
seconded, and by a unanimous 
vote, the Board voted to place 
the recommended plan, including 
Feeny Field Middle School, on the 
ballot to allow the voters to de- 
cide. 

Feeny Field is already owned 
by the District and does not re- 
quire expensive property acqui 
sition or condemnation of private 
homes. It is ready for immedi 
ate construction without loss of 
either the football field, or track. 
The District already owns a safe, 
convenient access to this prop 
erty which will enter from 
Behrens St., in addition to the 
present San Gabriel St. access. 
The new Middle School will pro 
vide a splendid facility for our 
6, 7 and 8th graders, including a 
new gymnasium. The plan will 
Save the taxpayers thousands of 
dollars, as other sites requiring 
condemnation would delay con 
struction while building costs and 
bond interest rates rise. We urge 
everyone to join the great ma 
jority who favor ending double 
sessions and giving our children 
safe schools, by voting YES on 
H & I next Tuesday.
